WOULD STRENGTHEN 
VALUES ALL AROUND 


What Canada and many other coun- 
tries has suffered from during recent 
years-and what has given. rise to gen- 
eral unemployment, is not necessarily 
over population but unbalanced pro- 
duction.~ While Canada’s yxban and 
rural populations have bedit'\ :4qual- 
ly distributed the Dominion's. dggre- 
gate working force has been, and still 
is, vastly below its minimum, urgent, 
national requirements. With  mil- 
lions of acres of the world’s richest 
agricultural lands lying idle and un- 
developed, and the world clamoring 
for food, it is paradoxical to harbor an 
unemployment problem. 


Canadian agriculture will clearly 
suffer by reason of inflated commodity 
prices leading to a higher production 
cost until the DomInion’s general con- 
suming population reaches a point 
where industries can function more ef- 
fectively’ and will voluntarily reduce 
commodity: prices, resulting in a low- 
er cost of farm operation’ and living 
all round. Until/an increase in popu- 
lation. can: be-brought about the pres: 
ent handicap of high commodity and 


The Canadian ‘farmer, however, has 
a more direct and immediate interest 
in colonization.. In «fact, lasting agri- 
cultural prosperity is not possible in 
a new country without the steady pro- 
gressive colonization and development 
of the vacant spaces by permanent 
settlers, Land values today are at a 
low ebb and many farmers have thus 
seen their chief asset sunk to such 
an extent that substantial equities 
have in some instances totally disap- 
peared, representing the loss of the 
fruits of years of hard labor. 

There is today a vast area of vu- 
cant lands on the market in the prairie 
provinces, The demand for such prop- 
erties slackened perceptibly with the 
drying up of the stimulating flow of 
immigration somé years ago. The far- 
mer should bo keenly interested in 
recreating a normal market for rural 
properties. A comparatively limited 
demand for land would quickly be 
reflected in strengthened values all 
round and the moral effect would be 
electrical. 

The farmer is naturally more inter- 
ested in the material benefit of the 
new settler to his own immediately 
surrounding district, and in general 
this becomes obvious with a little 
thought. Statisticians have, however, 
brought it down to a finer point. 
Their estimate, from carefully com- 
piled records, is that a new settler 
with a family of five expends $1,500 
annually in His Jocal district on 
foodstuffs, clothing, building material, 


Crops at Fort Vermilion 

Twenty-three farmers in the Fort 
Vermilion district, in the far north- 
western part of Alberta, 650 miles 
straight north of the international 
boundary, last year raised a total of 
9,200 bushels of wheat and 13,000 
bushels of oats. Their average for 
wheat was 25.5 bushels, and for oats 
the average was 36 bushels per acre. 
They also had an average yield of 
barley of 30 bushels to the acre. This 
is the farthest north point in Alberta 
raising grain, and is some 200 miles

There are still other 
advantages, less material—the ‘social 
and the educational—of new. settle- 
ment to the farmer domiciled in den- 
ser rural settlements. In every con- 
sideration the western Canadian far- 
mer should welcome settlers with open 
arms and work energetically for their 
introduction into the country.

ALBERTA SHOWS 
SMALL SURPLUS 
FOR PAST YEAR 


Edmonton, March 5.—-Showing a 
small surplus as already announced 
by Premier Brownlee- of $17,800.63 | ~ 
on operations for the year 1926, the 
public accounts of the province of Al- 
berta for that year were tabled in 
the legislature Friday afternoon. 

The estimated surplus forthe year 
was $21,989.46, so that the actual is 
less by $4,188.93 than the. estimated 
surplus, revealing some pretty close 
bookkeeping. 

The actual expenditure on income 
for the year 1926 was $11,894,327.74, 
and actual revenue for the same per- 
fod $11,912,128.27, the difference be- 
tween the two being the surplus... of 
$17,800.53. 

The actual revenue was $212,275.88 
in excess of the estimated revenue for 
1926. 

The actual expenditure was also in 
excess of the estimated expenditure 
by $216,464.81, which accounts for the 
reduction of the actual surplus com- 
pared to the estimated.

LITTLE CHANGE 
IN LIQUOR ACT 
SEEMS LIKELY 


Edmonton, March 5.— Twenty-five 
prohibitionists, headed by H. H. Hull, 
secretary of the Prohibition associa- 
tion, and A. L. Marks, Edmonton law- 
yer, who acted as spokesman, called 
on Premier Brownlee and the cabinet 
Saturday morning (9 present the re- 
solutions adopted at the last prohibi- 
tion convention. 

After hearing the arguments, the 
premier said they would be given 
consideration. The only indication 
that any change might be made in 
the present liquor act however, was 
the premier's intimation that local 
option ballots would be altered so it 
would be made plain that the vote 
was for or against beer licenses, 

With respect to remedying the con- 
fusion over boundaries of local op- 
tion districts, the premier said he 
was satisfied that this could not be 
cleared up until the province was di- 
vided into local option voting districts 
with separate areas for cities and 
country, Mr. Brownlee inferred he 
would bring the subject up next year 
in the legislature, 

Mr. Marks argued strongly for one 
resolution which would prohibit ad- 
vertising of beer, wines or Hquors in 
newspapers. He displayed an Edmon- 
ton newspaper which carried numer- 
ous private company ads. of beer and 
liquor, and said: “We would like to 
think that the government {is not only 
not pushing the sale of liquor but is 
against anyone else pushing it.” 

Mr. Marks reviewed the arguments 
against liquor sales heard at the pro- 
hibition convention in Calgary and 
went over the resolutions one by one, 
They included: 

Provincial control of all manufac: 
ture of intoxicating Hquors within the 
province. 

Limitation of the quantity of Hqauor 
sold to each consumer, to comply 
with clause “D" of the referendum )al- 
lot which says “liquor to be sold in 
limited quantities.” 

Elimination of all liquor advertising. 

Stopping sale of aleohol except for 
medical purposes, on the certificate 
of a doctor.

BRUISED HOGS; FARMERS 
LOSE MONEY AS RESULT 


Canadian hogs show a much great- 
er damage from bruising than do hogs 
This is the 
epinion of all the packers at the Paci- 
fic coast centres, and a recent exam- 
{nation of carcasses hanging on the 
yail in the plants there showed it to 
be unfortunately the case. Anywhere 
from 15 to 35 per cent of the Cana- 
@ian ‘carcasses showed bruises. that 
' meant lowering the value of different 
euts of meat at! least'.on igrade,' while’ 
from many carcasses fairly large 
pieces of meat had to be cut ont. 
United Livestock Growers, had his 
attention called to these facts when 
on a recent visit to the Pacific: coast 
There was a decided contrast 
and: those 
from United States points, which ar- 
rived comparatively free’ from’ any 


An attempt’ was made to discover 
from _ what points the worst bruised 
* hogs had ‘come but only’ in’ one case 
was it possible to identify. a shipment 
made by’ the United Livestock Grow- 
ers, and this, consignment; from a 
cooperative association in Alberta, 
eas in ‘comparatively good shape. 


Successful’ ‘marketing means produc- 
ing a high quality of product to begin 
with. Western livestock is of high 
quality, and in “hogs there has been 
a great.improvement in recent years. 
It is important not to spoil that pro- 
auct by unnecessary rough handling 
and bruising. Such damage is a di- 
rect cost to producers, for it comes 
directly upon them in lower prices 
than would otherwise be paid. 

Most of the bruises noted were on 
the lower part of the ham, and had 
apaprently been inflicted while load- 
Sng the hogs into a freight car. Other 
injuries, however, were noted, which 
kad apparently been caused by wagon 
rods or fork tines,...Bvidently there 
4g room for some improvement in 
farm handling ‘and loading, but the 
greatest need for watchfulness is in 
loading hogs at country. shipping 
points. 


Bruising of cattle shipped to the
